We wish it to be placed 
on record that the ques- 
tion of reconstruction of 
the jue is being con- 
ducted in a proper busi- 
ness like manner with all 
due consideration, co- 
ordination and consulta- 
tion with all involved.

Why have a constitution 


“When starting up a 


sports and/or recreation 
club, one of the very first 
areas of responsibilities 
is to prepare a constitu- 
tion that states the 
club’s objectives, 
structure and powers. 
Not only is a constitution 
essential for the smooth 
administration of the 
Club, but itis also a legal 
necessity if the club is to 
become an incorporated 
body — truly an essential 
responsiblity. 

Why I te? 

To protect the interests 
of all Members against 
personal liabilities to 
any creditor of the as- 
sociation/club. 

To give some idea of the 
very serious financial 
consequence of not be- 
ing incorporated, con- 
sider the following:- 

If an unincorporated 
club has a debt then the 
paying of that debt be- 
comes the joint respon- 
sibility of all the Mem- 
bers. Furthermore a cre- 
ditor can sue any member 
with assets sufficient to 
meet the entire debt. 
Committee members 
have to be especially 
careful, for should they 
enter into a contract that 
is not authorised neither 
by the Constitution nor 
expressly by Club mem- 
bers, then the committee 
alone will be liable for 
the debt, not the club. 
With an incorporated 
club, only the assets of 
that club can be seized 
by the courts.

There is no sport without incentive; con 
sequently, the National Soccer League 
doesn't qualify. 

Well, this is perhaps an over-simplifica- 
tion and a harsh one, at that. 

But the fact is that there is precious little 
reason for any NSL club to strive and win 
the championship. 

In Europe — and Latin America— teams 
fight tooth and nail to get near the top as 
they can then qualify to take partin all sorts 
of competitions: the various Euro-Cups, the 
Taca Brazil, the Copa Libertadores and 
others. 

The incentive, of course, is money. Clubs 
— and players — all hope to cash in at the 
end of their domestic season on some form 
of bonanza. 

Here, in Australia, no such incentive 
exists. 

Why, this year even the modestly appeal- 
ing Top Four has been abolished, all but 
killing off the interest of all those tearns 
who, with some 10 rounds to go, can't finish 
first. 

But even that elusive first place carries a 
dubious honor. 

Sydney City have done it three times in a 
row — and almost went broke in the pro- 
cess. St George last year actually LOST 
Money by wining the Grand Final. 


Outlet needed 

The only way to possibly overcome this 
glaring disincentive is to provide some sort 
of post-league outlet for the top teams in 
the NSL. 

The ideal would be to forge a link with 
countries in the Pacific or Southeast Asian 
region — Japan, Indonesia, Malaysia, 
South Korea, Tahiti, Singapore, Hong 
Kong, New Zealand, etc. — and establish a 
Champions’ Cup for the top teams of the 
respective leagues 

Clearly, this couldn't be staged on a 
home-and-away basis, as the European 
Cups, because of the travel costs involved 
— but the final venue could rotate among 
the participants. 

If, let's say, two of our top teams would 
be eligible to take part — there would be a 
fierce battle for those spots in the NSL. 

As it is, the only driving force of most 
clubs is a./ the coach's fear of getting the 
sack and b./ the pride of a few officials 

| know that Asia is absolutely full of 
various Cups and tournaments and it's 
hard to find suitable dates for national 
teams. 

But perhaps it's easier to slot in a tour- 
nament for clubs. 

If | had my way, | wouldn't even attempt 


“to bring about such a tournament through 


the “proper” channels — such as the Asian 
Condeferation. 

The plan would be stifled to death in a 
maze of bureaucracy; correspondence 
would go on for years without any result. 

The idea should be promylgated and 
promoted directly with the few national 
associations who are likely to show interest.
